A petition was presented to the Nar- 
berth Borough Council on Monday 
night requesting a change in the zon- 
ing of Montgomery Avenue from Nar- 
berth to Haverford Avenues, from a 
residential to a business district. 

Of the forty-two property owners in 
that section of Montgomery Avenue, 
thirty-two were signers of the peti- 
tion, four refused to sign, three were 
not reached and three are said to favor 
the petition. 

The matter was referred to the Ordi- 
nance and Law Committee of Council. 
It was intimated that a public hearing 
will be held on the subject before any 
action will be taken by Council. Sev- 
eral of the petitioners appeared at the 
meeting Monday night. 

Several attempts have been made 
in the past to obtain the consent of 
Narberth's Board of Adjustment of 
Zoning to use various properties along 
the south side of Montgomery Avenue 
in this section for business purposes. 
One of these was successful and re- 
sulted in the erection of a gasoline fill- 
ing station: on the site of the old black- 
smith shop at the corner of Haverford 
and Montgomery Avenues. Another, 
sought several times by J. Baird Cald- 
well for a property on Montgomery 
owned by him, has been consistently 
refused. 

Advocates- of the zoning change 
point out that the north side of the 
street in Lower Merion is zoned for 
business and Narberth's side of the 
street should be similarly zoned.

The Growth of a Nuisance 

Ten years ago the college youth who wanted to see the country 
needed little in the way of carfare. Clad in good clothes he stood by the 
road, wiggled his thumb, and settled in the seat beside a driver bound 
for distant parts. 

Tuesday night Brigadier General Robert M. Brookfield, Narberth- 
bound, picked up three hitch-hikers, leaving his car and money sometime 
later at the insistence of a revolver. 

Thus we can trace the growth of what has become both a nuisance 
and a grave danger. The casual passenger can no longer be regarded as 
a welcome guest. The lone motorist must continue his trip unaccom- 
panied. 

Two factors have contributed to this change. The first has been 
the realization on the part of hold-up men that here was a golden oppor- 
tunity ; the second factor is the lowered age of the average criminal. 

Ten years ago the motorist, accosted by a walking youth, picked him' 
up with the assurance of pleasant company and safety. College and high 
school boys, out to see the country, chose this method of travel They 
were mostly a group of intelligent and courteous boys. They were good 
companions, "spelled" the driver at the wheel, shared the difficulties of 
the road. 

The next step, and the first sign of the coming nuisance, was the 
increase in hitch-hikers. Around the cities street gamins thumbed all 
passing cars ; factory workers sought a cheap means of travel ; rough- 
necks cursed the car that would not stop. 

Then came the stick-up man, the thug, the car-thief, the blackjacker. 
Increasingly came reports of kind-hearted motorists beaten up and left 
on lonely roads, of missing watches and wallets. The traveling college 
man nearly disappeared from the road in the face of the increased com- 
petition and the rougher element took his place. 

Today the warning goes out constantly from police, motorists' clubs 
and newspapers to pick up no strangers on the road, for not only are we 
risking assault, but an accident finds us open to suit on the part of the 
guest. 

Tt is unfortunate that kind-hearted and courteous folks have to be 
the victims whose plight, spread across the pages of the newspapers, 
warns others not to trust the stranger. But if misfortunes, such as the 
one which befell General Brookfield really serve as a warning to others, 
the hitch-hiking bandit will soon be a thing of the past. 

Bewildered Cattle Act as Check to Pilots 

Off Course, Pennsy Official Says 



A method of using grazing cattle to 
guide airplanes was explained Tuesday 
by Harry T. Wilkins, speaking before 
the Bala-Cynwyd-Narberth Rotary 
Club. The idea, while novel, was de- 
clared to be practical. 

Apparently, according to the speaker, 
modern transport routes are run on 
such an accurate course that horses, 
cattle and wild animals along the way 
in the remote prairies have learned to 
take the roaring tri-motors for granted. 
The pilot can look down and see them 
peacefully grazing as his shadow tears 
along the ground. 

But if the plane has to detour — that 
is another story. By looking down and 
observing the concern and terror 
among the earth-bound creatures the 
pilot can tell at once he is off his 
course. To what extent this idea will 
replace navigating instruments was not 
stated. 



The growth of airplanes as a regular 
means of transportation was shown by 
Mr. Wilkins, who is manager of rail- 
way exhibits for the Pennsy. 

Tracing modern transportation to 
the origin of railroads more than a 
century ago, Mr. Wilkins pointed out 
the continued and rapid improvements 
in all lines of transportation. The latest j 
and greatest development, he said, was 
the air-rail and all-air travel system. 

The air-rail started in the summer of 
1929 with the inauguration of 48 hour 
service from coast to coast which was 
subsequently speeded up. Now through 
planes are in operation making the run 
in 36 hours, which time will shortly be 
cut to an even day. 

The planes now make 9 stops, he 
said. The shortest hop is 175 miles, 
made in two hours, and the longest 300 
miles, made in three hours,

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^Preserve Individuality of Lower Merion by 
Township Plan'-Plea At Community Council

Aims of Planning Discussed by 

John Nolen At Ardmore 

Meeting. 



"Lower Merion Township may be- 
come the best example of what a mod- 
ern suburban district may be. There is 
no township like it in the country. 
Preserve its individuality through a 
Township Plan." Such was the clarion 
call sounded by John Nolen, eminent 
city and township planner, speaking 
before a dinner meeting of the Ard- 
more Community 'Council Friday, Oc- 
tober 24. 

Mr. Nolen, a former resident of Ard- 
more, and one of the drafters of Lower 
Merion's Zoning Ordinance, was intro- 
duced by Andrew Macdonald, vice- 
president of the Township Board of 
Comissioners. 

Planning, the speaker said, has come 
about as the result of two tendencies, 
centralization and decentralization. 
The former has produced our big cities 
with their high buildings, traffic prob- 
lems and the like, while the latter has 
come about partly as a reaction to 
centralization and also as a result of 
our new ideas of living. It has caused 
haphazard growth and an invasion of 
the suburban territory. 

"The present is a time of transition," 
Mr. Nolen said. "It is either drift or 
take hold. The latter means zoning 
with its merits and limitations, and 
planning." 

Planning, according to Air. Nolen, 
means a hand on the rudder of evolu- 
tion. It is big in the territory in- 
cluded, comprehensive in its method, 
taking design, use and appearance into 
consideration. It shows trends, plans 
for generations ahead, and includes all 
of men's lives. 

"Furthermore," the speaker said, 
"Planning pays in cold cash. We 
haven't yet come to recognize the 
economies that result from doing 
things the right way. The cost of not 
planning surrounds us on every side 
in congestion, delays and waste." 

The objects of Planning were sum- 
marized briefly by Mr. Nolen as fol- 
lows: To relieve traffic congestion, add 
to safety, stabalizc property values, 
lower tax rates, improve public health, 
help the child, enlarge pleasures, add 
to the amenities and make life less 
drab. 

Eighty-two members and guests of 
the Ardmore Community Council at- 
tended the meeting. 



Township Plan Idea 
Gains Supporters 

The interest created in a township 
plan by John Nolen, speaking before 
a recent meeting of the Ardmore Com- 
munity Council, will in all probability 
be perpetuated through the creation 
of a special Township Planning Com- 
mittee. The organization of such a 
committee is expected to take place 
shortly by those interested in the mat- 
ter. 

'T heartily approve of the idea of a 
township plan for Lower Merion," said 
William J. Serrill, president of the 
'Community Health and Civic Associa- 
tion, when interviewed on the subject 
yesterday. 

"The logical way to go about such 
a matter though," Air. Serrill said, 
"would be to include Haverford Town- 
ship and perhaps Radnor in the ter- 
ritory and not confine the plan to 
Lower Merion alone. The natural 
boundaries of the Main Line section 
'ire the Schuylkill River on the north 
nul Darby Creek on the south. The 
county and township line running 
through the middle of our section is 
unfortunate in that it does not indi- 
cate a natural boundary. 

"In many sections of the country," 
\Fr. Serrill continued, "the county has 
'icon considered the unit for local plan- 
ning. Whether that would be prac- 
ticable in Montgomery or not I do not 
know. All that our county government 
does at present is build roads and 
ridges and take care of elections. 

"What do you think of Mr. Nolen's 
statement that Lower Merion is mi- 
progressive since it is not using a very 
large percent, of its resources," Mr. 
Serrill was asked. 

"I think that it is correct in large 
measure," was the reply. "Our ten- 
mill tax rate with an additional two 
mills granted by the Court for high- 
ways is absurd in a section as wealthy 
as this. The Community Health and 
Civic Association, through its Re- 
gional Planning Committee, has long 
advocated the acquisition of land in 
the Gulph Valley between Narberth 
and Cynwyd for park purposes and 
while the Board of Commissioners of 
the township have looked favorably 
upon the idea, no action has ever been 
taken since they say the township can- 
not afford it. It is only through public 
ownership that park sites can be pre-

Sixteen Years in Navy Is Record 
of Lieut. Duke of L. M. Police 

Enlisted When 16, Serving in China Station For Nine Years 

and in Mediterranean During the War; 

Joined Force in, 1926.

It is not given to all men to visit 
every country on the globe, to slide 
! oft* the Great Wall of China, to ride 
camels through the Egyptian desert 
and to be buffeted about on ca*fch of the 
I seven seas, but such are sonic of the 
I experiences which Lieutenant Clarence 
I A. Duke, of the Lower Mcrion Police 
! force, can look back upon. 
■ Born in Colfax, Iowa, on August 6, 
i 1893, Duke enlisted in the United 
I States Navy when a boy of 16 on 
April 24, 1909. He served his ap- 
prenticeship on the old wooden sailing 
ship, "Fensacola," and later was as- 
signed to the China station where he 
was stationed for nine years. In addi- 
tion to serving in the Phillipines, China 
land Japan, Duke was a member of 
; landing parties in Nicaragua during 
i the disturbances there in 1912 and in 
j Mexico in 1914 and received campaign 
I medals for participation in both these 
I expeditions. 

' When the United States entered the 
| Great War, Duke was stationed at 
{ Manila Bay in the Philippines on the 
I destroyer Bainbridge, the first de- 
! stroyer to be commissioned by the 
' U. S. Navy. The Bainbridge i mined i- 
atelv set out for European waters by 
way of the Suez Canal. En route 
1 Duke witnessed fighting between the 
British and Turks in Arabia, and the 
first Austrian air raid on Naples when 
lying in the harbor in the shadow of 
Mt. Ycsusvius. Terrific storms on the 
Indian Ocean pitched the old destroyer 
like a chip, but after a voyage of 11,- 
j 000 miles, which required eighty-four 
I days, the Bainbridge arrived at Gibral- 
tar, which was to be its base. 
I Although never torpedoed Duke had 
i the uncomfortable experience once of 
! seeing a torpedo shot from a German 
l submarine coining on a bee line for his 
! destroyer, which would have blown 
1 the little boat and its crew to Davy 
'Jones* Locker had it not been that the 
I shallow draft of the destroyer allowed 
j the torpedo to pass under it without 
anv damage. 

"Most of our time during the war 
was spent convoying troop ships in the 
Mediterranean," said Lieutenant Duke. 
"We would see submarines every so 
often but we never sank any. One 
I time when we first came to the zone, 
i we spotted one a few miles off dis- 
I guised as a sailboat which was an old 
! trick of the U boats. So, being green 
j at the job, we and a couple of other 
' destroyers bore down upon it at once 
\ only to have it submerge and leave 
nothing for us but a bit of sail and 
i flimsy boat sides." 

i Despite having traveled all over the 
world in all kinds of weather, chiefly 
in destroyers and cruisers, Lieutenant 
Duke was never seasick a day in his 
life. Anyone who has been on board 
or seen any of the old destroyers at 
the Philadelphia Navy Yard can real- 
ize what a comparatively frail vessel 
j a destroyer is in which to ride heavy 
I seas. 

! "Wc struck some of the roughest 
! weather imaginable in the Indian 
I Ocean on our way to Gibraltar from 
i Manila/' said the lieutenant. "There 
1 was no room to move on the boat and 
all anyone could do was to hang onto 
the rails." 
! Long service in foreign parts has 
i made Lieutenant Duke somewhat of a 
j linguist, chiefly of languages which are 
1 not taught in our schools. When in 
i the East he picked up a knowledge of 
' two Filipino dialects, a smattering of 
! Chinese and Japanese and during the 
[war having Gibraltar as a base, he 
I learned to speak Spanish like a native. 
j Released from active service in the

things about Ty that aren't in the story 
that are interesting. 

Airs. Bird has had Ty ever since 
she was a puppy of seven weeks— she's 
now nearly four years old. She is 
really deserving of her name, for she 
is as quick as a flash, always doing the 
unexpected, and generally stirring 
things up— all attributes of the great 
baseball player, says Mrs. Bird, who is 
an ardent baseball fan. 

But not forgetting our heroine, Ty, 
for she is a heroine and not a hero, 
despite the masculine connotation of 
the name, she climbs trees and digs 
deep holes in the ground, until just 
the end of her very expressive tail can 
be seen. In fact when calling, her 
owner has to keep a wary eye on the 
surrounding landscape for fear Ty will 
start for China at any minute. 

Mrs. Bird understands a great deal 
about dog psychology and one can un- 
derstand why she is able to write such 
sympathetic books about them, for 
though "Bristles" is her first effort, it 
surely won't be her last, for it is run- 
ning third in the Little, Brown & Co. 
list, which is quite an accomplishment 
for a "first book." 

Every tone of Ty's bark, every ex- 
cited and quick movement she makes 
is understood by Mrs. Bird, who in 
talking about dogs in general made 
as she could tell, a dog never really 
the interesting statement that as far 
abandoned the purpose it had in mind. 
It might be temporarily stopped, but 
the canine mind is tenacious and al- 
ways tries to carry out the idea form- 
erly conceived. 

One of Ty's ideas is that a bath is 
a thing to be avoided whenever dog 
ingenuity may be exercised. So that 
on the day selected for the bath, the 
Bird home is wrapped in mystery, as 
it were. Laundry tubs are filled hours 
ahead of time, no word of bath is al- 
lowed to escape and then all at once 
the unsuspecting Ty is pounced upon 
and carried to the scene of action. But 
in spite of the bath aversion, she likes 
all the chairs and things that have 
just been vacuumed and gets a sense 
of pleasure from cleanlines. Or so it 
seems to her mistress. 

Mrs. Bird, who was the former The- 
odocia Walton, comes from an old 
Philadelphia Friends family. For 
some time she did newspaper work on 
the old Philadelphia Press and later 
on, for the Inquirer. "Bristles" was 
written the summer before last when 
the children were away at camp. On 
her husband's side of the family, she 
is allied to an early American author, 
Dr. Robert Montgomery Bird, of New 
Castle, Del., and Philadelphia, who 
wrote many novels and plays and a best 
I seller, "Nick of the Woods," which is 
1 still reprinted every so often. Dr. 
Bird, who was the grandfather of the 
present Robert Montgomery Bird, 
also wrote "The Gladiator," a play in 
which Edwin Forrest appeared over 
2000 times, in the United States and 
abroad.

And neither should we forget to 
mention, as indicating the ladies have 
a way about them all their own, in 
elections as in everything else, that 
just as we were in the midst of our 
incident with Charlie Noel, inside the 
polls, a soft feminine voice, recognized 
instanU-r as belonging in Kssex Ave- 
nue, implored us to come under the 
curtain and show her exactly what 
she ought to do. Already in disrepute, 
we looked at the judge and the judge 
looked at us, as we publicly deplored 
our inability to be of service in that 
particular quandary, much as we would 
like to. 

There was many a good tilt with 
friends who had violently different 
notions about this prohibition business 
and who had their own particular set 
of circumstances to support the con- 
victions which they had. All day long 
it was made manifest that there is 
precious little discrepancy between the 
reasonably minded of both sides as to 
what ought to he, but there is a wild 
and wide gap between the various ideas 
of the beM way to accomplish it. Some 
of the humdinger points on our side 
could not be used, in certain instances, 
because the pest had invaded the very 
households which thought they were 
immune, iand the folks in question 
pointed with glowing pride to what the 
law had accomplished for their young, 
little aware that, from our listening post 
on the corner, where boys and girls 
abound aplenty, we had come to know 
of totally contrary facts. 

The problem is starting to head in 
without a doubt, as we fight it out as 
to what is the domain of the police- 
power and what belongs to the people 
and the pulpit; what belongs to the 
State and what belongs to the Nation 
as this Government is constituted; the 
respective values of two entirely dif- 
ferent kinds of procedure in effecting 
a temperate land. 

Let us hope, and plan, that some 
day, not far from now, we shall be- 
tween us solve this riddle, and then, 
shoulder to shoulder, we shall go for- 
ward to bring into highest estate this 
glorious America, blessed of God and 
beloved of man, the most exalted op- 
portunity for humanity in all the world 
if we shall only build so as to last 
long, with prudence and justice and 
charity— And the greatest of these 
is Charity.

Funeral of Narberth 
Youth Held Monday 

Military Honors Given Body of 

Thomas Callahan, United 

States Coast Guardsman. 



WAS DROWNED AT SEA 



A funeral with military honors on 
Monday was accorded Thomas J. Cal- 
lahan, son of Mr. and Mrs. Matthew 
Callahan, of 109 Conway Avenue, Nar- 
berth, and a member of the United 
States Coast Guard, who was drowned 
at sea near Boston on October 26. 

Callahan's body was found on No- 
vember 5 in East Boston Harbor after 
a ten-day search made by the Govern- 
ment. It was received by his family 
last Friday, being escorted to Narberth 
by John O'Lcary, a companion from 
the S. S. Antietcm, on which Callahan 
served. 

After services at the home of his 
parents, attended by friends and rela- 
tives, a high military Requiem Mass 
was held at St. Margaret's Church, 
Narberth, with the rector, the Rev. 
Robert F. Hayes, officiating. A de- 
tachment of men from the U. S. Coast 
Guard attended the service and formed 
a firing squad at the grave. Inter- 
ment was at St. Denis' Cemetery. 

Callahan, who was twenty years old, 
entered the Government service on 
May 5, 1929, and was stationed at the 
Coast Guard Service Radio Station 
at New London, Conn. After com- 
pleting his training there he was re- 
cently removed for # duty to Boston 
base number 5 and assigned to duty on 
the Coast Guard cutter S. S. Antietem. 

Details of the accident and the re- 
covery of the body arc missing, the 
Government communication received 
by "the parents on October 26 stating 
"drowned while in . course of duty." 

Callahan attended St. Colman's 
School, Ardmore. 

He is survived by his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Matthew Callahan; a brother, 
Matthew Callahan, Jr., and two sisters, 
Alice and Marie.
